.Mr.  lOditor, — In  your  paper  of  the  18th  inst., 
there  ie  a  communication  from  “a  Member  of  the 
floard’’  of  Managers,  or  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Virginia  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  advert¬ 
ing  to  “  a  caution”  I  had  given  in  the  Southern 
Churchman  of  the  llth  inst,  “  to  beware  of  the 
tracts  contained  in  the  Depository”  of  said  so¬ 
ciety  at  Richmond — a  caation  grounded  on  one 
••ntitlcd,  “  Explanation  of  the  Church  Catechism;” 
and  after  stating  that  “that  tract  was  not  con¬ 
tained  in  the  list  made  out  by  the  Managers ;  and 
although  found  in  the  list  as  published,  was  vet 
put  there  without  authority,  and,  it  is  believed, 
iiy  accident;”  and  after  giving  an  ossurauce  that 
“  care  will  be  taken  in  future  to  prevent  such  re¬ 
currence,”  concludes  with  the  remark,  should 
the  friends  of  the  Society  hereafter  see  any  thing 
objectionable  in  its  management,  a  private  com- 
nuinication  to  any  one  of  the  Committee  will  at 
once  be  attended  to.” 

Witfi  the  request  intimated  (to  say  nothing  of 
the  censure  implied,)  in  this  remark,  I  cannot 
comply,  and  I  proceed  to  state  the  reasons  with  an 
selling  heart. 

First,  the  communication  of  “a  Member  of  the 
Ifoard”  implies  that  all  the  tracts  of  the  Catalogue 
published  December  20,  1H41,  in  the  Southern 
Churchman,  except  the  one  entitled  “  Jixplana- 
t'.on  of  the  Church  Catechism,”  had  been  examin¬ 
ed  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and 
i^ccondly,  because  if  I  made  no  public  response 
to  that  communication,  I  would  seem  to  acquiesce 
III  that  approval.  And  this  I  cannot  do:  for,  on 
cxaminatiuii  yesterday,  I  found  no  less  than  four 
more  tracts,  (received  from  the  Episcopal  Deposi¬ 
tory  at  Ridiuiontl,)  tainted  with  the  poison  of 
Puseyisin,  or  with  errors,  which  if  not  so  grossly 
exceptionable  ai  those  commonly  called  Puseyite, 
yet  highly  objectionable,  and  of  the  same  com¬ 
plexion.  and  such  as  receive  no  countenance  from 
our  standards  of  faith,  or  the  pastoral  letters  of 
our  Hihikc  of  Bishops,  or  the  well  know’n  senti- 
nienfe  ot  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  or,  so  far  as  they  are  known,  from  the  senti- 
nients  and  practice  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese 
of  Virginia,  a  tew  lonely  instances  excepted.  I 
proce^  to  support  my  charge  by  a  fexv  extracts 
from  the  tracts  of  which  I  complain ;  beginning 
with  the  tract  entitled,  “  A  Manual  for  Chris¬ 
tians.”  And  on  |)age  9  of  this  Tract  it  reads  thus; 

“  IVe  believe  also  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  who  once 
'Otipireil  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  our  use,  and  who 
now  fanciifirs,  or  makes  holy — not  all  mankind, 
•'ut  ‘all  the  people  of  God,’  that  is,  all  Christians, 
who  do  not  despise  their  Christian  privileges,  their 
««io  birth,  namely,  of  water  and  of  the  spirit, 
thfir  adoption,  their  title  to  spiritual  aid,  but 
who  arc  willing  and  desirous  to  lie  true  and  feith- 
fol  to  Christ,  who  love  and  obey  their  Lord,  who 
reek  his  grace,  use  the  means  of  grace,  bring 
ortli  ilic  fruits  of  grace.  With  these,  and  in 
these,  God  dwells  by  his  Holy  Spirit,  aiding, 
►t^renglhening,  enlightening,  purifying  them  ;  all 
laeuibers  of  Christ’s  holy  universal 
^urch ;  they  are  united  by  one  spirit  into  one 
jody,  ot  wliich  Christ  is  the  head ;  and  if  they

of  St.  George’s.  It  is  certain  that  there  is 
no  position  in  the  Cliurch  which  a  Presbyter  can 
occupy,  that  is,  at  the  present  time,  quite  equal  to 
this  one,  in  point  of  influence  and  attractiveness. 
New  York  never  presented  so  fine  a  field  as  it 
does  just  now,  for  decided  and  vigorous  exertion  in 
behalf  of  an  unadulterated  protestant  gospol.  The 
late  remarkable  dispensations  of  Providence,  seem 
as  the  voice  of  God,  calling  all  the  friends  of  evan¬ 
gelical  religion  to  “  go  forward”  in  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  tliat  great  cause.  Any  such  advanced 
movement  would  very  naturally  be  Icil  on  by  the 
Rector  of  St.  George’s.  The  past  history  of  that 
parish,  its  age,  its  relations  to  the  diocese  a.s  the 
early  bulwark  of  evangelical  principles,  its  ex¬ 
tensive  influence  and  very  large  resources, 
would  naturally  place  the  individual  whom 
they  shall  make  their  minister  in  the  position 
which  we  have  indicated.  And  we  must  do  our 
friends  there  the  justice  to  allow  that  they  have 
been  judicious  in  their  selection. 

Almost  any  one  awiuainted  with  the  facts  of 
the  case, would  be  likely  at  first  view  to  say,  that  that 
place  and  that  man  appear  t«  be  made  for  each  other. 
But  there  is  ouc  small  difficulty  iu  the  way.  The 
diocese  of  Pennsylvania  is  likely  lo  have  a  word  to 
say  upon  the  subject.  She  is  not  prepared  to  make 
the  sacrifice.  The  events  of  the  current  month 
will  probably  answer  this  call ;  and  our  friends  at 
St.  George’s  will,  we  are  sure,  not  consider  us 
wanting  in  regard  to  them,  w'hen  we  say,  that  w’e 
arc  happy  in  the  conviction,  that  the  answ’er  will 
be  a  negative. 

“  Cherch  Desecratio.n.” — Tlic  two  brethren 
who  have  sent  us  communications  on  this  subject 
to-day,  have  the  best  possible  opportunity  of 
knowing  Die  facts  of  the  case.  Their  statements 
may  be  fully  relied  on.  It  is  indeed  humiliating 
to  the  Diocese,  that  a  Bishop,  who  kindly  comes 
lo  aid  us  in  our  destitute  conditimi,  should,  while 
he  is  in  the  act  of  rendering  us  the  services  of  his 
sacred  office,  be  thus  unjustifiably  and  repeatedly 
assailed.  But  it  is  certain  that  such  assaults  must 
recoil  upon  those  who  can  consent  to  make  them. 
It  is  a  curious  fact,  which  is  very  significant,  and 
if  properly  considered,  will  yield  great  instruction 
respecting  the  system  of  opinions  with  which  it 
stands  associated,  that  one  Bishop  shall  be  pub¬ 
licly  denounced  in  a  church-periodical  for  wit¬ 
nessing  a  fancied  impropriety  which  he  had  no 
means  whatever  of  preventing,  even  if  he  disap¬ 
proved  it,  while  anotlier  who  has  been  pronounced 
by  our  highest  judicial  authority,  guilty  of  a  long 
series  of  gross  iniquities,  shall  be  applauded  in  the 
highest  terms,  and  invested  by  the  same  hands 
with  the  glories  of  martyrdom.  It  is  a  fact,  a  e 
say,  which  speaks  volumes.  It  shows  how,  under 
the  blinding  influences  of  tliat  system,  very  e.xag- 
gcrated  impressions  concerning  the  ceremonial 
cleanness  of  the  outward  sanctuary,  may  be  con¬ 
nected  witli  the  most  latitudinarian  views  respect¬ 
ing  moral  purity  in  the  living  Church.  The  men 
who  are  bewildered  by  this  mournful  •  infatuation 
(and  wc  believe  many  of  them  to  be  earnest  and 
sincere)  are  certainly  to  be  commisserated  ;  bat 
the  doctrine  that  leads  them  astray  is  to  be  ab¬ 
horred,  and  at  every  point  resisted.  It  is  a  pesti¬ 
lence  in  the  Church ;  and  every  public  institution 
or  individual  who  is  marked  by  symptoms  of  it 
should  be  quarantined  until  the  infection  sliall  be 
removed.  The  public  safety  requires  tome  such 
decided  measures.

“  Resolved,  That  the  Beard  of  Managera  be 
requested  to  take  measures  for  the  erection  of  a 
Floating  CHiapel  on  the  North  River,  at  the  earli¬ 
est  practicable  period. 

Officers  and  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year 
were  elected,  and  the  Society  adjourned. 


Cleeical  Meetino. — At  a  meeting  of  the  clergy 
of  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  convened 
at  Saint  John’s  chapel,  on  Monday,  April  14, 1845, 
in  order  to  give  some  suitable  expression  to  their 
deep  sense  of  the  bereavement  which  they  and  tlie 
Church  have  sustained  bv  the  sudden  removal  by 
death  of  the  Rev.  Jame*  Milnor,  D.  D.,  the  follow- 
ing  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adoffted: 

“  Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his 
wise  providence,  to  remove  from  the  scene  ot  his 
earthly  labours,  the  Rev.  Janies  Milnor,  D.  D., 
in  tlie  maturity  of  his  days,  but  in  all  the  freshness 
of  his  youthful  zeal  and  in  the  undiminished  fervor 
of  his  faith;  and  whereas,  in  the  character  of  the 
brother  whose  loss  we  deplore,  wc  delight  to  re 
cognize  a  rare  and  beautiful  combination  of  tliose 
viitucs  which  are  calculated  to  win  love  and  in 
spire  confidence,  while  they  command  reverence 
and  respect, — the  uniform  consistency  witli  which 
he  illustrated  in  bis  life  the  lieavcnly  precepts  he 
so  earnestly  taught,— the  judicious  intrepidity 
with  which  he  contended  for  what  he  believed  to 
be  essential;  the  liberty  he  was  ever  willing  to 
concede  to  others  of  judging  for  themselves  in 
things  doubtful,  and  the  boundless  charity  which 
led  him  to  love  all  men,  and  to  hope  for  all  things 
in  tlie  frail  and  erring, — his  serene  and  ever  cheer¬ 
ful  temper,  the  soothing  tenderness  of  his  manner, 
his  attractive  and  gentleinantly  bearing,  and  his 
conciliating  spirit — the  freeness  with  which  he  was 
perpetually  dispensingof  the  abundance  with  which 
God  had  blessed  him,  to  feed  the  hungry  and  to  clothe 
the  destitute — the  assiduity  with  which  he  labored 
even  to  the  last  hour  of  his  life,  to  sustain  institu¬ 
tions  for  the  relief  of  human  wretchedness,  for  dis¬ 
persing  the  darkness  of  ignorance,  for  reclaiming 
the  sinful  and  to  ennoble  the  debased  !  And  now, 
whereas,  tributes  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  de¬ 
parted  worth,  serve  as  incentives  to  imitation  on 
the  part  of  the  living,  while  they  afford  a  mournful 
gratification  to  our  afflicted  feelings ;  be  it  thcre- 
forc 

“  Resolved,  That  in  attributes  of  charity  so 
harmoniously  combined  and  religiously  cultivated, 
and  the  labors  of  Christian  love  so  widely  and 
steadily  directed,  we  recognize  a  briglit  and  ani¬ 
mating  pattern  of  the  Christian  Pastor’s  life. 

“  Resolved,  That  as  some  feint  token  of  our  re¬ 
spect  for  the  memory  of  a  brotlier  in  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Christ  whose  long  career  was  thus  free 
from  reprooch,  and  thus  crowned  with  deeds  of 
piety  to  God  and  usefulness  to  man ;  we  will  wear 
the  customary  badge  of  mourning  for  the  space  of 
thirty  days. 

“  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  proceedings 
be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  and 
also  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church,  of  which  he 
was  the  cherished  Rector;  as  an  evidence  of  our 
sympathy  in  that  mournful  bereavement  ‘  which 
has  clothed  the  forms  that  be  loved  in  mourning, 
and  banished  smiles  from  the  faces  which  always 
rejoiced  when  he  rejoiced ;’  which  has  so  sudden¬ 
ly  closed  the  gates  of  death  upon  the  source  of 
so  many  kind  affections  and  holy  influences,  and 
has  called  us  all  to  weep  as  Christians  may  weep, 
over  the  grave  of  tlic  husband,  the  father,  the 
pastor,  and  ever  watchful  guide,  along  the  narrow 
path  that  leads  to  immortality.

Rev.  James  Milnor,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St  Geoiga’s 
Church,  New  York,  and  senior  member  of  the 
Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  of 
whose  decease,  on  the  8th  April,  the  Church  at 
large  has  already  been  informed,  may  be  consid¬ 
ered  the  Founder  of  the  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  country.

He  w  as  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Cfommiltee  under  the  organization  of  1835;  and 
during  the  year  in  which  he  devoted  himself  so 
untiringly  to  the  office,  in  re-arranging  and  re¬ 
modelling  all  its  affeirs,  be  gave  that  shape  and

most  powerful  impulse  which  the  cause  of  educa- 
tioo  has  received  during  the  last  tweety-five 
years.” 

TrEsiaR  Edict  in  Favor  of  Enct  ation. — The 
Turkish  Sultan  has  recently  issued  an  order  to  hia 
miflisters  in  reference  to  education,  and  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  “  vast  hospital”  for  the  empire,  in 
which  he  says, — “  Inasmuch  as  to  realize  the 
object  of  my  desires,  it  is  essential,  and,  above  all 
things  necessary,  to  cause  ignorance  to  cease,  to 
do  which  is  a  source  of  merit  both  in  this  and  the 
future  life,  the  first  care  incumbent  upon  you  will 
be  to  organize  public  instruction,  and  to  found, 
everywhere  that  it  is  necessary,  schools  to  diflTuse 
instruction  and  propagate  light.”  In  conclusion, 
he  says,  “  The  ministers  must  occupy  themselves 
imineidiately  on  this  point,  as  soon  as  possible, 
with  zeal  and  perseverance,  to  apply  their  labors 
to  the  erection  of  other  establishments  of  public 
utility  of  the  same  nature,  of  which  the  necessity 
may  become  evident,  and  address  me  from  time  to 
time.  Reports  on  the  subject  May  the  Most  High 
God  grant  us  his  assistance,  and  facilitate  the  re¬ 
alization  of  our  plans.”

As  you  do  not 
inform  me  of  the  names  of  the  ladies,  I  must  re¬ 
quest  you  to  be  my  organ  to  communicate  to  them 
my  respectful  acknowledgments  for  this  proof  of 
their  valued  regard  and  esteem,  and  to  assure

Departed  this  life  on  the  morning  of  the  IWtIi 
ult,  of  pulmonary  consumption,  Miaa  Lotisa 
Paxon,  daughter  of  tiie  late  W.  J.  Paxon  of  this 
city,  in  the  23d  year  of  her  age.  The  ainiable- 
nese  of  her  d  isposition,  and  the  pleasantness  of  her 
manners,  not  only  endeared  her  to  her  family  and 
connections,  but  to  all  who  knew  her.  In  early 
life  she  gave  her  heart  to  God,  and  became  a  com¬ 
municant  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
During  tlie  last  four  and  a  half  years  she  was  a 
communicant  and  Sunday-echool  superintendent 
in  tlio  church  of  the  Advent,  N.  L. 

Though  naturally  of  a  delicate  constitution,  yet 
till  within  a  few  months  no  apprehensions  were 
entertained  of  declining  healtli ;  since  that  time 
the  insidious  disease,  which  often  selects  for  its 
aim  the  fairest  and  brightest  of  the  eartli,  had 
evidently  marked  her  for  its  victim ;  a  gradual

Though  the  heart  overflows  with  mournful 
tendemess,  excited  by  her  early  fete,  yet  the  wri¬ 
ter  of  these  few  lines,  who  know  her  well,  is  sen¬ 
sible  of  his  incompetency  to  say  any  thing  worthy 
of  her.  She  was  a  dear  disciple  of  Jesus, — kind, 
gentle,  bumble,  cheerful,  devoted.  The  All-wise 
disposer  of  events  would  not  suffer  her  to  be  longer 
exposed  to  the  rude  blasts  of  the  world,  and  be 
transplanted  her  to  a  milder,  and  better  clime,  to 
floEiish  fresh  and  fair  in  the  never  declining  day 
of  dke  celestial  Paradise. 

Her  sole  reliance  was  on  Christ  and  him  cruci¬ 
fied.  She  was  conscious  of  bis  ability  and  willing¬ 
ness  to  save  to  the  uttermost  all  who  come  to  him 
in  penitence  and  feith.

THE  MOTHER  OF  THE  LATE  REV.  BASIL 
WOOD. 


The  promises  of  God  are  to  the  weak  as 
well  as  the  strong;  and  the  desolate  mother, 
who  makes  Him  her  confidence,  and  would 
bring  up  her  fatherless  children  only  to  His 
glory,  adding  her  example  to  her  instructions 
and  her  prayers  to  her  tears ;  may  cherish  a 
consoling  confidence  that  God  will  not  forsake 
her  or  frustrate  her  pious  endeavours.  But 
then,  let  her  be,  what  this  excellent  woman 
was, — not  a  soft,  sentimental  professor  of  re¬ 
ligion  ;  not  a  flippant  caviler  or  captious 
controvertist  about  speculative  theorems  ;  not 
a  woman  talking  of  godliness  and  living  to  the 
world ;  not  a  giddy  pursuer  after  new  doc¬ 
trines,  new  societies,  new  preachers,  and  ne¬ 
glecting  ail  that  is  vital,  holy,  and  energetic 
in  the  faith  and  nractice  of  a  disciple  of  Jesus 
Christ,  but  “  a  lovely  ornament,”  for  so  this 
affectionate  son  pictures  his  revered  parent, 
“  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  adding,  “  The 
whole  of  her  de|>ortment  was  calculated  to 
win  my  early  attention  to  religion.  I  saw 
in  her  what  it  could  do ;  how  happy !  how 
cheerful!  Iiow  humble!  how  holy!  how  love 
]y  in  life,  and  afterwards  in  death  !  how  full 
of  mercy  and  good  fruits  it  could  render  the 
happy  possessors  !  Yet,  with  this  amiable 
lustre  of  character,  while  no  other  person 
doubted  of  her  eternal  safety  ;  she  was  full  of 
doubt  and  fears  herself :  she  was  self-suspi¬ 
cious,  and  dreaded  judging  too  favourably  of 
her  own  religious  character.  Sermons,  there¬ 
fore,  which  urged  and  assisted  self-examina¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  those  which  exhibited  the  glo¬ 
ry  and  free  grace  of  the  Saviour,  were  pecu¬ 
liarly  acceptable  to  her.  Yet  she  had  a  hope 
—a  good  hope,  through  grace — which  she 
would  not  give  up,  though  she  rejoiced  with 
trembling ;  and  when  sickness  and  infirmity 
came  upon  her  and  the  mortal  frame  was 
sinking  in  lassitude  and  depression,  this  hope 
became  more  animated,  and  waxed  brighter 
and  brighter  unto  the  perfect  day.  ^  “  \V  hen 
she  believed  her  end  to  be  approaching,”  con¬ 
tinues  her  filial  biographer,  “  God  visited  her 
soul  with  more  peculiar  manifestations  of  the 
light  of  his  Divine  countenance ;  and  she 
seemed  to  be  gradually  filled  with  unspeaka¬ 
ble  joy,  as  the  day  drew  nigh  which  forever 
terminated  all  her  sorrow.”  Her  secret  diary, 
unknown  even  to  her  son  in  her  life  time,  re 
cords  her  fervent  prayers  and  aspirations.—^ 
Thus,  for  example,  she  says  in  one  of  the 
last  passages  which  her  feebleness  allowed 
her  to  pen  ;  “  O  keep  me,  and  save  me,  bless¬ 
ed  Lord  ;  I  give  myself  to  thee  !  Oh  bring 
me  to  those  blessed  mansions  of  peace,  where 
I  shall  be  able  to  praise  thee  ;  where  I  shall 
be  delivered  from  the  painful  clog  of  this 
body,  w’hich  weighs  down  my  soul !  Pre¬ 
pare  me  for  thy  coming.  Oh  make  me  watch¬ 
ful,  and  ready  to  meet  three,  when  thou  shah 
be  pleased  to  send  thy  messenger,  death,  for 
me  ! — Make  the  pain  I  continually  feel  of  use 
to  me.  I  cannot  be  long  here  ;  oh  quicken  my 
soul  I  fix  my  affections  upon  heavenly  things  ; 
give  me  clearer  views,  give  me  a  sense  of 
pardoned  sin  ;  w'ash  me  in  thy  precious  blood  ; 
clothe  me  with  thy  perfect  righteousness  ;  con¬ 
form  me  more  to  thy  divine  image,  and  help 
to  meet  death  as  a  kind  friend  come  to 


SABBATH  FACTS. 

A  number  ef  boats  started  from  Mackinaw 
to  go  to  the  upper  end  of  Lake  Superior.  A 
part  of  them  in  three  experiments,  during 
three  successive  years,  lay  by  uniformly  oo 
the  Sabbath.  The  others  did  not,  but  con¬ 
tinued  their  course  on  that  as  on  other  days. 
And  yet  in  every  case  those  who  kept  the 
Sabbath  arrived  before  the  others.  The  first 
time  they  arrived  about  half  a  day ;  the  se¬ 
cond  a  longer  time  ;  and  the  third  a  number 
i  of  days  before  the  others.  And  so  obvious 
were  the  benefits,  that  they  afterwards  all 
came  into  that  arrangement. 

A  gentleman  of  business  started  with  a 
horse  and  sulkey  from  your  city.  On  Sa¬ 
turday  night  be  put  up  in  a  distant  village. 
On  Sabbath  morning,  after  considerable  hesi¬ 
tation,  be  started  again  and  proceeded  till 
noon,  trying  all  the  way  to  silence  the  remon¬ 
strances  of  conscience  by  the  common,  but 
vain  plea,  that  he  could  serve  God  and  keep 
the  Sabbath  as  well  on  the  road  as  he  could 
in  a  tavern  or  a  Church.  At  noon  he  stop¬ 
ped  and  called  for  dinner.  W  bile  H  was  pre¬ 
paring  he  took  up  a  magazine,  and  one  of  | 
the  first  articles  that  caught  his  eye,  was  a ' 
memoir  of  his  own  mother,  which  he  h^ 
never  before  seen.  As  he  read  he  became 
deeply  affected,  and  the  tears  flowed  so  freely, 
that  he  thought  it  needful  to  apologize  to  the 
landlady  for  his  weakness.  He  told  her  that 
the  subject  of  the  memoir  which  be  was  read¬ 
ing  was  his  own  mother.  “  Is  it  possible,” 
said  she,  "  that  the  son  of  such  a  godly  mother 
can  be  guilty  of  travelling  on  the  Sabbath  ?” 
The  man  was  confounded,  and  felt  as  if  he 
wished  to  hide  his  head.  He  attempted  to 
excuse  himself ;  but  his  tongue  faltered,  and 
seemed  reluctant  to  perform  so  mean  an  office. 
The  people  were  assembling  for  public  wor¬ 
ship,  and  he  had  again  a  mighty  contest  with 
conscience.  But  pressed  with  business,  and 
having  once  overcome  its  dictates  he  prevailed 
again,  and  started  off,  resolving  to  reach  a 
certain  place  by  tea-time.  He  pressed  on¬ 
ward  :  but  the  heavens  began  to  gather  black¬ 
ness,  the  lightning  to  flash,  and  the  thunder 
to  break  over  his  head.  He  put  his  horse  to 
the  utmost  speed,  and  arrived  just  as  the  rain 
began  to  fall  in  torrents.  He  threw  up  the 
reins,  told  the  servant  to  put  the  horse  in  a 
cool  place,  and  ran  into  the  house.  The  land¬ 
lord  knew  him,  and  soon  informed  him  that 
the  tea  was  ready,  and  offered  to  show  him 
the  way.  But  the  thought  struck  him  that 
he  would  first  just  look  at  his  horse,  (for  he 
was  a  favorite  animal,)  and  see  if  he  stood  in 
a  cool  place,  and  was  well  taken  care  of.  He 
therefore  stepped  into  the  barn,  saw  that  he 
stood  in  a  good  place,  and  went  out  without 
laying  his  hand  on  him,  as  he  generally  did, 
when  he  went  to  see  him.  As  he  left  the 
barn  his  limbs  seemed  to  fail  him  and  his 
sense  departed.  He,  however,  came  to,  and 
went  in  ;  there  was  great  confusion  in  the 
bouse,  for  they  said  that  a  stroke  of  lightning 
certainly  struck  the  house  or  some  object  near 
by.  Soon  a  messenger  came  and  told  a  man 
that  his  fine  horse  was  dead.  He  ran  to 
the  stable,  but  soon  came  bapk  and  said  it 
was  not  his  horse,  but  the  gentleman’s  from 
New  York.  His  horse,  it  seems,  had  been 
taken  out  of  that  stall,  and  the  gentleman’s 
from  New  York  put  in  his  place,  in  order  to 
cool  off.

actions.  And  for  a  parent’s  encouragement 
to  use  earnest  prayer  that  their  children  may 
be  regenerated  of  God,  I  point  to  the  many 
instances  in  which  the  Saviour,  while  on 
earth,  attended  to  a  parent’s  cry.  Let  there 
be  but  the  “  great”  faith  of  the  poor  Caanan- 
itish  woman,  and  our  success  will  equal 
hers.  "I  say,”  writes  Luther,  “that  infants 
are  succoured  by  the  faith  of  others.”  Again, 
how  often  do  Christian  parents  greatly  rejoice 
if  their  children  obtain  the  favour  and  patron¬

[^much  regard  being  paid  to  what  he  may  be 
in  the  sight  of  God.  Is  not  this  inconsistent 
and  trusting  in  an  arm  of  fiesh,  yea,  in  a 
broken  reed,  that  may  pierce  and 
hand  that  leans  upon  it.

MUSIC  IN  THE  FAMILY. 

It  will  be  seen  at  once,  from  the  foregoing 
considerations,  w'hat  a  powerful  instrumen¬ 
tality  music  may  become,  in  the  managemeiii 
of  a  family.  How  easily  may  a  mother  quiet 
the  rising  of  angry  feeling,  or  soothe  the 
troubles  of  her  little  charge,  or  rettore  har¬ 
mony  among  them,  by  appropriate  singing  ! 
And  how  much  might  be  done  to  promote  a 
happy,  cheerful,  kind  spirit  among  them,  by 
teaching  them  to  sing  luch  pieces  as  appeal 
to  the  mind,  tender,  kind  emotions  of  the 
heart !  Are  they  inclined  to  be  irascible  and 
peevish,  let  them  sing  something  soothing, 
tender,  subduing.  Are  they  dull  and  heavy, 
let  them  sing  what  is  lively  and  cheering. 
Are  they  boisterous  and  merry  overmuch, 
let  them  sing  a  piece  that  is  pensive  or  pa¬ 
thetic.  Are  they  quarrelsome,  sing  the  USIkl 
Psalm.  If  there  was  power  in  David’s  Harp 
to  subdue  the  troubled  spirit  of  Saul,  sure 
there  may  be  power  in  the  sweet  tones  of  in¬ 
fant  voices, to  subdue  the  rising  “  evil  spirits” 
of  the  family  circle.  I 

And  here,  let  me  speak  a  word  in  behalf 
of  singing  as  a  part  of  family  worship.  If 
music  is  an  instrument  of  such  power,  surely 
it  ought  to  be  employed  in  the  promotion  of 
family  religion.  And  if  music  is  to  occupy 
so  conspicuious  a  place  in  the  worship  of 
heaven,  should  it  be  excluded  from  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  the  family?  Singing, in  family  wor¬ 
ship,  is  valuable  for  its  practical  influence 
upon  the  family.  It  increases  the  interest  of 
the  younger  members  in  the  service ;  it  im¬ 
proves  them  in  the  art,  and  cherishes  a  love 
of  devotional  singing;  it  furnishes  a  valuable 
means  of  imparting  religious  instruction,  in 
an  interesting  and  happy  manner,  through  the 
sentiment  of  the  psalm  or  hymn  ;  it  exerts  a 
salutary  influence  upon  children,  in  its  ten-
